Cuban Conutitutionnl Convention. 
Havana, Jan. 25.—-The Cuban constitu- 


tional convention yesterday began the 
discussion of the draft constitution re- 
cently submitted by tie central commit- 
tee. It was decided to accept the draft 
as a whole and then to discuss it article 
by article. Senor Cisneros moved to strike 
out a clause in the preamble invoking the 
favor of God. He said that He bad no re- 
ligion himself and took no exception to 
the religious beliefs of others, but that 
the constitution recognized no religion 
and that in his opinion there -was no rea- 
son for Invoking deity. Senor Mama, sup- 
ported Staior Cisneros. General Sanguily 
said: "If we do not invoke God, whom 
ran we invoke?

contained such a clause. The convention 
rejected the proposal of Seuor Cisneros.

Cubans Burn Plantation*. 


Santiago, Cuba, Jan. 25.—Fifteen hun- 


dred acres of sugar cane wore burned on 
"Wednesday, as the result of political 
friction, on Mr. Joseph Rigncy's planta- 
tion, Ceibahueea, near Manzanillo, the 
richest plantation in this province. Dur- 
ing the war against Spran Mr. Eigney re- 
fused to pay tribute to the Cubans. For 
two years he supported a Spanish, garri- 
son, but ultimately the Cubans destroyed 
the property -with tho exception of the 
mill, valued at $1,000,000. This year the 
plantation Tvas fully equipped to produce 
sugar to the full capacity of the mill. 
Mr. llignoy's loss is about $100,000, but 
it will not seriously cripple the business. 
A considerable quantity of cane from the 
burned- fields is still valuable and can 
be utilized unlass rain falls within a few 
days. Mr. Rigney's only daughter, Lil- 
lian, "was recently married to Lieutenant 
"vVhitside. son of General Whitside. Two 
plantations at Guautanamo have lost 
heavily during the week from similar 
fires. Burning cane is a popular method 
Gf getting revenge among the Cubans.

Situation In Vencxnela, 


Port of Spain, Trinidad, Jan. 25.—Ad- 


vices received here regarding the mutiny 
of Venezuelan troops in the Hoyo bar- 
racks at Caracas say that the mutineers 
numbered 300. The outbreak took place 
at 8 o'clock in the evening of Jan. 14. 
find the colonel, two officers and four men 
•were killed. The mutineers escaped with- 
out arms by different roads and got out- 
side the capital. Half of them were sub- 
sequently arrested uear Caracas, and the 
others surrendered the next day.

Fears For nn Oil Steamer. 


Philadelphia, Jan. 25.—Grave fears for 


tho safety of the British steamship Liv- 
erpool are entertained. She sailed from 
this port on Aug. 23 last for Hiogo, Ja- 
pan. A day or two ago a premium of "20 
guineas was paid on her insurance. The 
Liverpool is 333 feet long, 47 feet beam; 
depth of hold, 27 feet. Sho is practically 
a new vessel and is owned by the Leland 
Shipping company. Her cargo consisted 
of 1,312,200 gallons of oil in casts, val- 
ued at $134,517. She was under charter 
by the Standard Oil company.

SUGAR EATING NATIONS. 


Ficrarea That Indicate Tfcat Maritime 


pie Kzcel In IU Consumption. 


The sugar crop of the world amounts In 


a normal year to about; 8,000,000 tons, oi 
which the larger part, about 4,500,000 
tons, comes from beets and tbe balance, 
8.500,000 tons, from sugarcane. Of the 
latccr tho largest proportion comes from 
the West Indies and a large amount from 
the island of Java. Among the countries 
producing beet sugar Germany comes, first 
with about one-third of the world's crop; 
then Austria with about as much, and 
then France, Russia and Belgium and 
Holland tog-ether, with substantially the 
same quantity. 


Among scientists the opinion hns been 


general that a moderate amount of sufKr, 
like a moderate amount of ealt, should 
enter into the dietary of tho people of each 
nnlion, but it is only when the figures of 
tho consumption of sugar arc examined 
that it is seen that the q-aantity consumed 
varies radically, and it is a curious fact 
that in those countries in which the mari- 
time spirit—the spirit of navigation, com- 
merce, travel and colonization—is strong, 
there is a very considcrablo consumption 
of sugar per capita, whereas iu those coun- 
tries in which these qualities are not pre- 
dominant among tho inhabitants tho con- 
sumption is smaller. In England, first 
among tho maritime nations of the world, 
tho consumption of sugar is SC pounds n 
year for each inhabitant. In Denmark it 
ia 45, in Holland 81, in Franco 30 and in 
Norway and Sweden 25, whereas in Rus- 
sia it is only 10, in Italy 7, in Turkey 7, 
in Greece 0 antl in Servia 4. The consump- 
tion of sugar seems to have very little con- 
nection with or relation to the production 
of sugar, for in Austria, tho sugar product 
of which is largo, tbe average consumption 
is only 19 pounds, while in Switzerland, 
in which there is no production to speak 
of, it is 44. And another curious phaso of 
tho matter is that there is a groat disparity 
in the consumption of sugar in the two 
tea drinking countries, England nnd Rus- 
sia. The largo amount of sugar consumed 
in Franco is attributed In part to llio fact 
that the French confectioners nnd .candy 
makers, aud more especially thoia doing 
business iu the city of Paris, upts in their 
trade enormous quantities of ,;iugnr in o 
year, adding abnormally to iho average 
consumption of sugar in th»j French re- 
public.—>few York Sun.

How a Ulan Saved His Life by Not Eating 


Them. 


A dish of mushrooms was served to a 


party of politicians in one of the leading 
restaurants the other night, and the re- 
fusal of oirj of the diners to partake of 
them because he was not expert enough to 
determine for himself whether they wero 
of the edible or the poisonous variety led to 
a somewhat animated discussion in which 
the objector fully held his own. "In m 
restaurants," said he. "the test applied by 
the cook is that of inserting a silver spoon 
into tho vessel of boiling fungi. 
If tbe 


spoon turns black, the fungi are regardec 
as dangerous, hut if it remains uncolorec 
they are supposed to be edible. Dr. Henry 
G. Piffard, the mycologist, declares thai 
this tost is a fallacy. He also contends that 
certain markings are not sure signs in do 
tennining tho edibility of mushrooms 
The only sure method when there is an; 
doubt is by comparison with elaborate anc 
carefully prepared colored plates. 


"Now I bavo neither the time nor the 


inclination to go to all that trouble, not 
do I fcol like ta%ing any risk for the sake 
cf a dish of which I am very fond, bu 
which is not at all necessary to my exist 
ence. It may interest you to know tha 
Dr. Piffard says th<-i tho mushroom i 
more like animal than vegetable matte 
and is consequently liable to rapid putre 
faction. A groat many cases of poisoning 
even when tho mushrooms are genuin 
have been traced to this cause." The res 
of the politicians ate the mushrooms ant 
wero all right The other man abstained, 
and he was all right too.—Philadelphia 
Press.

Tbe statement says; ''Having always 


in view tbe revenue requirements of tbe 
government, the purpose of the commit- 
tee has been to repeal such of the taxes 
imposed by tb& war revenue act of 1898 
as are most annoying and burdensome to 
taxpayers, to retain s«eb as should be 
kept as a permanent part of our revenue 
system or at least retained uatil all Avar 
taxes can be repealed, and to reduce all 
others as fairly and equitably as possible 
by some general plan of reduction. Pur- 
suing this general plan it has been possi- 
ble to reduce tbe taxes affected approxi- 
mately one-half. 


"Taking the estimates of the treasury 


department as a basis, tbe reduction of 
revenue effected by the bill "will be nearly 
$4<'.000,OGOa a i eduction somewhat less 
than was produced by the bill as it pass- 
ed the house of representatives." 


Xnvnl Appropriation Bill Up. 


The house continued consideration of 


the naval appropriation bill and prac- 
tically completed it before adjournment. 
One small matter went over. The debate 
upon the present uaval bill has lacked 
the interesting and sensational features 
of recent years. The fight which the ap- 
propriation committee waged against hy- 
drographic surveys under the auspices of 
the nary, was abandoned this year by the 
committee, and several other questions, 
including armor plate, which usually en- 
tail much discussion, occasioned no com- 
ment whatever. The provision for the in- 
crease of the iiavy was made the occasion 
of an interesting debate upon the length 
to which the building up of tbe navy was 
to go and drew from Mr. Cannon, chair- 
man of the appropriations committee, a 
notable statement to the effect that when 
ships now authorized and to be author- 
ized had been completed §320,000,000 
•would have been spent upon the new 
navy and that in his opinion the time to 
stop will then have arrived. An amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Rixey of Virginia, a 
Democratic member of the naval commit- 
tee, to stiike out tho provision in the bill 
for two battleships and two cruisers was 
defeated-46 to 90.

and, abuvo «H, of its wonderful troo. 
Earthquake and time have long swept the 
csty and its people away into a common 
oblivion and have left little save tbe sur- 
viving poetry to tell of the existence of 
this beautiful city. But tbe great tree 
ftill remains, which the devastating earth- 
quake shook, but could not destroy. This 
veritable vegetable gianc, which spreads 
out its groat branches over a large area of 
ground, formerly overshadowed tho great 
palace of tbe native princes wbo ruled in 
times long anterior to tbe Dutch sway and 
was ever tho wonder not only of tho wbolo 
city and island, but also of tho E*«ii.t In- 
dian continent generally. 
It still stands 


os a recording monument, linking the past 
with the present, and commands not only 
the wonder and admiration of visitors 
.from distant parts, but tho adoration of 
the Indian natives, who worship at its 
shrine. 


The place where this great wonder of 


nature stands is called Barutulico. Con- 
tiguous to its base is a small wooden house 
where several Mohammedan priests and at- 
tendants reside, who perform daily native 
religious ceremonies and services. To their 
especial care is committed the conservancy 
of this monarch of the forest, and also the 
custody of a number of much prized and 
venerated relics of the departed city, and 
from the fees received for tho exhibition of 
thoso and showing the wonderful tree they 
manage to derive a fair income, for tho 
•tree enjoys an odor of sanctity much be- 
yond all else in the island, and attracts 
not only the faithful to its shrine, but also 
the curious from far and near. 


It stands contiguous to the wayside and 


forms an imposing and striking feature in 
a landscape by no means otherwise deficient 
in natural grandeur, on an elevated plain,

Mexican Prisoners 


City of Mexico, Jan. 25.—Xews has 


been received from Acapnleo of a pailiy 
successful attempt made by dcspeiate 
prisoners confined in Castle San Diego to 
effect their escape. Recently the guard 
was replaced by a detachment of artil- 
lerymen undev Lieutenant Trujillo, and 
the prisoners noted that the force had 
been somewhat diminished. A few of the 
bolder spirits suggested that they at- 
tempt to overpower the guards at an 
hour when all the gates were oppn, and 
tbe plot was earned into effect by a si- 
multaneous rush on the sentiuels, who, 
taken by surprise, were uuablc to pre- 
vent tbe exit of the prisoners as they 
poured out into the streets. A sentinel 
stationed ou the roof of the castle with a 
repeating title killed several of the escap- 
ing prisoners and wounded others. Panic 
spread through the city as the prisoners 
fled in every direction, but many of them 
were captiued and several returned vol- 
untarily. Seven are known to have fled 
to the country.

Tbe Great Canals of the World. 


The Suez canal is about 100 miles in 


length and cost $1,000,000 per mile for its 
construction. The Corinth canal is 4 iniies 
in length and cost completed, with its ap- 
proaches, $1,000,000 per mile. The pro- 
posed Nicaragua canal will cost per milo, 
with its terminals and approaches, certain- 
ly not loss and probably more than the 
sum named. 
Tho canals of Suez and 


Corinth are real maritime canals, built 
without locks upon the sea level. Tho one, 
that of Corinth, is situated in tho temper- 
ate zone, where tbe rainfall is 37 or 40 
inches per annum. The other, that of 
Suez, is located in a region without rain. 
Keither of those is threatened in its course 
by streams liable to sudden and perilous 
floods, so common in the tropical region of 
Central America. These two great works 
afford no real parallel to tho Nicaragua 
project, cither as to cost or feasibility. The 
cue work parallel to this undertaking is 
very near, very liko it, both in place and 
circumstance; it is that of lha Panama 
canal across the isthmus of Darien.—Hon. 
David Turpkj in Harper's Magazine.

So noble is its appearance, so ma- 
jestic its port, that once beheld it can never 
be forgotten. Shining rivers, waving fields 
of golden colored cereals, woods and naoun 
tains, together with a live volcano in the 
background, complete the picture.

trunk is of such great girth and dimen- 
sions EO vast that a score of men joining 
their outstretched hands cannot complete 
ly embrace it. Botanical data aro not 
forthcoming for the determination of its 
age, for it is deemed too sacred a subject 
to allow of a proper expert oaamiuation 
being made. 


Perhaps tbe greatest marvel, though, Is 


that it is in reality two trees blended, as i 
were, and welded into one, and, still more 
curious to relate, two trees of the sarni 
genus, but of different species. Both havi 
grown together and forju an indivisibl 
common trunk of enormous size. The dis 
tinctive features of each species appear un 
mistakably in the branches, and reveal the 
very remarkable difference in tbe color o: 
tbe foliage. At a little distance off tbi 
presents a truly strange spectacle. Th 
leaves of one are of a lively and beauttfu 
green, while those of tho other aro of a 
much deeper shade on tbe upper surfao 
and palo on the under. Tbe one has long 
slender, drooping branches adorned wit 
elegant foliage, refreshing to look upon. 


From its majestic appearance this kin 


used to be planted in front of tbo palace; 
cf tho native rulers. Its larger branche: 
put forth fascicles of roots, which, insten- 
of descending, as is common among plants, 
to the earth, have crept along the ol 
trunk, wrapped their strong arms arouni 
it and ultimately blended themselves wit 
it. Tho other species, less graceful per 
haps in growth, has shorter, moro rugge> 
and lustier branches, and by these and th 
color of its leaves is readily distingmshe 
from its twJn relative. Bolow, both bo 
came, so to say, fused into one mass, min- 
gling sap and fiber together. Tho trees 
both belong to the natural family mo- 
racea:, a race which bus given birth to sev- 
eral other giants of the vegetable wcu*ld. 
They aro of the genus flcus. 


On arriving at the baso or entrance of 


the tree tho visitor today who has come to 
inspect its wonders is met by tho priests in 
charge, who proceed to perform forthwith 
some slight religious ceremony, at the ter- 
mination of which an invitation is given 
to ascond its agod sidos, which is done by 
means of tho countless lateral brunches 
and tho aid of peasants, wbo arc at baud 
to render assistance to all who require It in 
the journey aloft. On arriving nt tho hor- 
ticultural plateau or tableland at the sum- 
mit words fail to at all adequately describe 
the lovely scene which meets fcho eyo in all 
directions. It is literally clothed all over 
with elegant flowers and parasitic plants 
Orchids in a multitude of species have 
crawled up many a withered branch and 
flung down gorgeous flowers, roots and 
leaves in one waving mass of fantastic 
fragrance and floral elegance. 
Lichens 


scaled up the wooden cliffs and foras of 
many species grow up from tho dark hol- 
lows underneath, whilo loranths suck the 
vital juices and scrophulnriads CON or tho 
branches with a veritable patchwork of 
many brilliant huos. 


This tree, In fact, may with truth bo 


termed a garden in the air, a rnundmio 
paradise. Tbo rain of ages has washed 
down into its cavities dead leaves and de- 
caying material, and thus a rich invigorat- 
ing vegetable world has boon created, 
highly fitted for and giving exuberant 
nourishment to tho host of plants which In 
tho course o* tlmo, and somo In a most 
mysterious manner, havo found their way 
to tbo unique site where they flourish so 
well.—London Standard.

nal. 
"And that it is a part entirely out 


of proportion to the necessities is felt and 
realized by many a church treasurer. 
Scores of peoplo who could afford to drop 
n nickel or a dime into the church offer- 
ing content themselves by giving a penny. 
The feeling is cither that tho smallest 
offering 'will do,' or tho matter of church 
finances is not given any thought. Thero 
is a failure to realize that a chnrch is tbe 
same as any other business institution, 
and it must have money for its mainte- 
nance. 


"There is such a thing as too literal an 


Interpretation of tho phrase that 'religion 
is free.' 
Of coarse it is free, and let us 


hopo that it will always bo so In this coun- 
try. But to moke religion free costs 
money—and this isn't an Irish bull, ei- 
ther. There aro those to whom moro than 
the widow's mite' given to tho church 
would mean doing without some absolute 
necessity of life. Tbo penny of such a one 
Is tho most welcome gift to any church, 
tho most noblo offering which any one can 
make. But from those who can give more 
than a penny, and wbo are giving only tho 
penny, such an offering is an insuH to 
God and to bis church, and the sooner peo- 
plo see tho matter in this hard, truo light 
the better. 
111211 almost tcmptod to say 


that the great Majority of churches couldi 
with perfect justice, rule out the penny 
from their offerings. 
Were this done the 


nickel would bo tho prevailing offering, 
and to how few pcrsoiit, when one btops to 
consider the question, would such an offer 
ing bo a hardship or on impossibility? A 
yearly offering of $2.60, calculating that 
0110 attended church once each Sunday or 
twice with one offering of 6 cents, would 
galvanize tbo church finances of this coun- 
try. ''

Onoof tho eccentric characters of old 


Xovr York, a familiar figure to its citizens 
during most of tbo interval between the 
early thirties and hii death in December, 
laT'j, was George Jones, or, as he styled 
himself. "Count Joannes." Ho was one 
of those persons occasionally met with 
now as then whose idiosyncrasies marked 
him out for almost constant public arcea- 
tion and ridicule. To the attention be waa 
by no means averse, but he waa an in- 
ten^ely solemn individual when consider- 
ing himself, and them is no doubt that ba 
often suffered keenly from being made the 
gt-neral bt-ttfor New Yorkers' amusement. 
It became the fashion when ha appeared 
on the stage in bis later yean for audi- 
ences to boot, bowl, jeer and almost mob 
the poor old -<count." in their ferocity of 
ridicule. He usually bore it all with much 
courage, exhibiting concern more for iba 
supporting members cf his company than 
for himself, fearing lest they should bo in- 
volved in his own disaster. Unquestion- 
ably the public had somu excuse, too, for 
its behavior. Tbe "count" grew to be a 
very bad actor as he advanced in years, 
and his personal appearance was grotesque 
in tho extreme. He was tall and large, 
with a scholarly stoop. His face was long 
and showed tbe traces of age, though ha 
always dyed his heavy mustache. 


He wore a wig which fitted execrably. 


The elder Sothern said of it that '-yon 
could put two fingers between it and his 
head and twist it all around." One lock 
was carefully arranged to fall upon hia 
forehead and the hair at the back bung 
down to his coat collar. He was anything 
but neat in his ordinary dress. A heavy 
felt hat and clothes of black broadcloth, 
decidedly shiny, were his usual costume. 
For a necktie be wore a. red ribbon with 
his "order" of nobility attached to it His 
aged black kid gloves were carried in one 
hand, and the other was thrust melodra- 
matically into tbe bosom of his coat. His 
attitudes were always studied and tragic, 
and he resented the least attempt to trifle 
with bis dignity. 


The "count's" career was a remarkably 


varied one. He was of Welsh descent and 
was born in England In 1810. 
He is said 


to have begun his stage life in that coun- 
try, but bia experience, there must have 
been shorn, for be was playing in America 
in 1331. Ho had secondary parts in vari- 
ous plays, most of them Shakespearean 
tragedies, and bis reputation as an actor 
at that time was creditable. An incident 
which happened one New Year's night at 
about this period proves that the "count," 
or Jones, bad a good share of courage. He 
was playing at tbe Bowery theater in 
"RicharU IH" with tbe elder Booth. 
Booth was the king and Jones had tbe 
part of Richmond. Booth had been drink- 
ing heavily, and as the play proceeded 
fancied that bo was tbe actual King Bich- 
ard. Under this delusion he came upon 
the stago in tbe last act in a frenzy and 
made desperate efforts to kill Richmond 
in fight. Jones saw tbe condition of af- 
fairs, met Booth coolly and by his excel- 
lent swordsmanship succeeded in disarm- 
ing him and bringing him to the ground. 
Tbe public applauded wildly, not compre- 
hending the situation, but knowing that 
they were witnessing a splendid contest. 


While at the Bowery theater Jones mar- 


ried Me4inda Topping, the daughter of a 
New York builder. She waa an actress ot 
some,ability and played many engage- 
ments in this city and through tbe coun- 
try. - She afterward separated from Jonet 
and took tbcir two daughters, Avonia and 
Cai olino, to live with her. Avonia became 
herself an actress, and on one occasion re- 
fused to support ber father in a play in 
which he requested ber to take a part. 


In 1841 Jones loft the stage and went to 


England, where he delivered a- series of 
lectures on the Bible. He subsequently 
traveled about Europe, and it waa in Ger- 
many, according to his story, that tbe title 
"count" was conferred upon bun for his 
literary achievements. 
This was never 


proved, and few believed him. He wrote 
several books on historical subjects at 
about this tlmo. 


Upon his return to America began an- 


other phase of Count Joajanes' career—" 
his legal aspirations. Ho was admitted to 
the bar in Boston, and, coming from there 
hero, was admitted to the New York bar 
in 1866. He became a constant attendant 
at tho courts, frequently for the purpose of 
bringing suits for libel. In these actions 
ho was generally his own client. Some- 
times his grievance was that an aspersion 
had been cast upon bis titlo. But his most 
famous suit was that against "Dundreary" 
Sothern, for caricaturing him, as he com- 
plained, in tho play of "Tho Crushed 
Tragedian." This suit occupied the, court 
for a few days, during: which the specta- 
tors extracted infinite amusement from 
tho proceedings, but tho judge decided 
that no injunction could bo served upon 
Sothern ttvpvevent him from continuing 
the play. Sotbern declared that he had not 
tbo slightest intention of caricaturing th» 
count and that ho scarcely knew him. 


After some years' absence from tbe stago 


he appeared in April, 1876, at the New 
York Academy of Music as Hamlet. Ha 
wore black cotoon gloves and a shaky little 
coronet and. with his old wrinkled face and 
dyed mustache presented a ludicrous yet 
pathetic spectacle. He tnet storms of rldi- 
culo from tbe audience, which bad assem- 
bled solely tor that purpose. He played oc- 
casionally thereafter, but kept sinking con- 
stantly lower «uid finally died in poverty 
at tho Wetit Sklo hotel on Dec. 30, 1879. 
His funeral was on Jan. 6, 1880, at "The 
Little Church Around the Corner," and 
his bojy was laid in Maple Grove ceme- 
tery, the authorities of w bich offered a plot 
for.the burial.—Now Yoirk Tribune,

A MATTER OF INTEREST- 


Why Senator TJrch Opposed Immefii- 


.ate Passage of a Bill. 


The senate bill, which brought oat 


the first flurry of interest and debate, 
in the senate on Thursday afternoon 
aud which for [the time being was so 
successfully prevented passage by Sen- 
ator Urch, was introduced by Senator 
Leach of district number six. The bill 
had been favorably reported by the 
committee to whom referred, and is 
evidently intended to materially in- 
crease, probably double, the num- 
brr of divorce cases in this state. 


The bill is in snbstance as follows: 


"Whenever any insane husband or 
wife has been confined in any asylum 
for three years, it shall be deemed suf 
ficient ground for filing a libel for di 
vorce. unless there ex.is'8 a possibility 
of a speedy and permanent recovery." 


The words "any asylum" would seem 


to indicate that the record of any so 
called asylum, whether public or pn 
vate, whether the patient is Held arbi- 
trarily or legally, whether in this state 
or any other or even in a foreign cotra- 
tro, must be taken by our judges as 
justifying the separation of marital re- 
lations.
